that it was the entering wedge of one 
of three different kinds of attacks 
made through the courts upon the al- 
leged tobacco monopoly 

The defendants fought the case bit- 
terly, employing some of the best le- 
gal talent in Kentucky to aid them in 
their battle. Among those employed 
were United States Senator William 
O. Bradley, T. L. Edelen of Frank- 
fort, and Pendleton, Bush & Bush, of 
Winchester. 

They filed a general demurrer to the 
petition of Clark & Scott and it was 
this demurrer which was sustained, al- 
though the court at the same time 
handed down an opinion allowing the 
plaintiffs to amend their petition. 
This will be done and the case finally 
will be tried upon its merits. 

In their brief filed in support of 
their demurrer the defendants 
contended that the contract, between 
Clark & Scott for the purchase of the 
tobacco did not relate to interstate 
commerce, and that the defendants 
were clearly within the jurisdiction of 
the State of Kentucky.

A fair crowd was in attendance upcn 
Carrsle court Monday. Ail bianchrs if 
business was brisk and much better 
than the court of the year past. There 
was a scarcity of stock and ivhat W£S 
offered for sale was disposed of at 
from 4 to 4| cents. A numbet of plug 
horses were offered and sold around 
$100. Henry S. Caywood of North 
Middletown bought a horse for $175, 
a mule colt for $70 and a yearling coU 
at $95. John Larue of Sbawhan, sold 
15 head of yearling mules to Newt 
Rankin at $140 per head. John McGin- 
ley sold a combination horse to a Cyn- 
thiana party for $150. 



Two Wills Probated. 

In Judge Denis Dundon's court, the 
will of the late Mrs. Lizzie S. Brooks 
was probated. After directing that 
her just debts and funeral expenses be 
paid, the testatrix leaves to her bi oth- 
er, John W. Peck, of Bates county, 
Missouri, the sum of $100 per year as 
long as he lives, and to her niece. Miss 
Arabella Redmon, the sum of $50 per 
year as long as she lives. The residue 
of her personal property, and a farm 
200 acres of land near Comargo, Mont- 
gomery county, is left to her daughter, 
Mrs. Pearl Cram, for life, and then to 
revert to her children. Mrs. Cram is 
named in document as the executrix 
of the estate. The will is dated Octo- 
ber 28, 1903, aud is witnessed by W. B. 
Allen and George D. Bell. 

The last will and testament of the 
late Mrs. Julia F. Steele was also pro- 
bated by Judge Dundon. The testa- 
trix, after noting the fact that her 
three daughters, Ida, Ella and Anna 
Steele, had been liberally provided for 
to the exclusion of their sisters and 
brothers, by her uncle, the late T. K. 
Marsh, and desiring to leave her chil- 
dren equally protected, wills to the 
beneficiaries of Mr. Marsh's estate the 
sum of $50 each. The remainder of her 
estate, land personalty and money, is 
left equally* to her daughter, Margaret, 
and son, John Steele. In the case of 
the former the money is to be invested 
ill real estate as the beneficiary may 
direct and to remain separate from 
any claim, debt or control of any hus- 
oand that she may have. If she dies 
without issue the property is to revert 
to her brother, John, and in the event 
of his dying without children, the same 
rule applies. In the event both chil- 
dren die without issue, then the prop- 
erty at their death is to revert to the 
three sisters, Ida, Ella and Anna. The 
will is dated Dec. 22, 18t)2, and is wit- 
nessed by Robert C. Talbott and Har- 
mon Stitt. 

The w'ill of the late Julius Herrick 
v.'as offered for probate but w'as re- 
jected upon the ground chat the docu- 
ment was written before his lecent 
marriage.

Borley Society Wins a Point. 

The Burley Tobacco society and 
menibers of the American Society of 
Equity won a temporary victory in the 
United States Corut in Covington 
Monday in the suit of James J. Scott 
and others ef Scranton, Pa., doing 
business under the firm name of Clark 
& Scott, when the court handed down 
an opinion suutaining a gi^neral demur- 
rer of the oefendants to the petition of 
the plaintiffs. 

Clark & Scott sued for $135,520.40. 
or three fold damages for injuries said 
to have been sustained when they 
were compelled to purchase from the 
Burley Tobacco Society many thous- 
i.nds of pounds of tobacco at a price 
nai.«ed by the society. They contend 
that but for the existence of the to- 
bacco society they could have purchas- 
ed the tobacco at a fracticn over eight 
cents per pound and that they were 
compelled to pay seventeen and eigh- 
teen cents per pound for the same 
grade of tobacco. 

They said that the contract was in 
violation of the interstate commerce 
law and that they were entitled to 
three times the actual amount of dam- 
ages said to have ben sustained. 

The actual total difference in the 
true value of the tobacco which was 
of the 1906 and 1908 crops and the 
price paid was $43,506.80. The peti- 
tion of Clark & Scott was the first of 
four similar suits filed against the 
Buley society, the damage asked in all 
Rfi:gregating neatly I $1,000,000, Lovell 
& Buffington of Covington, asking for 
over $00,000; Frismuth Bros., of Phila- 
delphia, Pa., asking for lover $163,000 
am| the E, (). Eshelby Tobacco Com- 
pany of Covington, asking for a large 
amount. 

Clark & Scott were manufacturers 
of chewing and smoking tobacco. Af-

Even when we ard humbled to the 
very ground oy our latest sin, and feel 
that thanksgiving is no proper mood 
for us then — when it even shames ua 
to remember our blessings — to give 
tnanks even then for all the rest ot 
our life that our Father has permitted 
to stand firm and untouched w'ould 
make our coniession and repentance 
a truer thing. But it takes power to 
put it in. We are not readily equal 
to it. It is not the mark of a shallow 
optimism to be thankful. The shallow 
optimist is not thankful, he is just 
lazy and pleasant; it takes a pro- 
foundly exercised soul and a disciplin- 
ed one to thank God in circumstances 
w'here the ordinary soul sees no pos- 
sibility of thanks. We may have done 
wrong but we shall see this wrong all 
the more clearly and sanely, and re- 
pent of it the more perfectly, by see- 
ing it against the unchanged back- 
ground of God’s righteous and kindly 
dealings. 

And then a steadily complaining 
attitude introduces sort of falseness 
into our whole situation. It was said 
by one of the friends of a very earn- 
est and noble w’orker that if he did 
not stop his ceaseless complaining 
about things he would soon cease to 
have any influence. The man did not 
realize that, in his sincere effort to 
make things better by exposing all the 
difficulties and hindrances, he was all 
the time convincing people that 
things were so hopeless that it was 
not worth while to work at them. 
If he had made his complaints with 
thanksgiving he would have put heart 
in people. 

Now’ the truth is that the very cir- 
cumstances in which we feel that 
complaint is the only valid attitude 
may be the very circumstances in 
which one might just as well give 
thanks. It does not depend on circum- 
stances, it depends upon us. Thanks- 
giving, like other great powers in us, 
is not an occasional exuberance, but 
is a power to be gained by thoughtful 
attention and practice. If a hundred 
more good things were added to us, 
they, of themselves, could not make 
us thankful unless we worked directly 
for that spirit. Nothing that can hap- 
pen from the outside can ever change 
this for us. Something must happen 
from within. And, knowing in him- 
self the growtn of a thankless spirit, 
the Psalmist took himself in hand 
and said: *T will be glad and rejoice 
in thee.” just as he w'ould have said, 
*T will” do anything else. Let any 
one try this for six months, and make 
it bis discipline, and he will see a 
difference in his whole life.

In this day when the world is full 
of counsel of every kind and nearly 
every earnest person is out w’ith 
some program or recommendation as 
to what is needed, there is one piece 
of advice that seems to be very rare- 
ly given. And yet it is one which 
in the early days of Christianity wag 
always put to the fore and insisted 
on with such regularity that it is 
hard to see why in our day it is sel- 
dom emphasized. We hear a great 
deal about nerves, and mind cure, and 
psychotheraphy of all sorts, until we 
get to thinking that those first Chris- 
tians never really got hold of the 
things that trouble us most. And we 
have heard so often the prescriptions 
they gave for run-down spiritual lives 
t!hat we feel we need something more 
modern. But one of the ingredients 
that scarcely ever failed to hnd its 
w’ay into their prescriptions was 
Thanksgiving. They believed that 
many w^ere weak and sickly for no 
other reason than that this element 
in life had fallen to low proportions. 
Yet how often have we heard any- 
body, in giving a diagnosis of a brok- 
en down life, say to another: "What 
you need is a course of treatment in 
thanksgiving?” 

One of the most potent factors in 
making people neglect their Bibles is 
that they come to feel that the writ- 
ers were just saying things which 
they felt they ought to say; and most 
of us are never particularly helped 
by hearing anybody w’ho simply says 
what he thinks he ought to say. But 
a good robust conviction always helps 
us, and we shall never get the Bible 
back for the vital thing it is until we 
realize that in it men are not saying 
what they felt they ought to, but 
rather w’hat they were driven to say 
by their own experience. 

Probably everybody recognizes the 
general duty of Thanksgiving, but 
general duties are just the ones that 
w’e leave to chance. Not until the 
habit of gratitude and recognition be- 
come definite and particular duty are 
we likely to do anything about it. 

We are vigilant enough in our mor- 
al lives oftentimes,, and w^e pray 
enough, and we are very earnest; and 
yet for all that we often feel that 
something is wrong, something is 
missing. We watch, but we do not 
do it with thanksgiving. We w-atch 
rather with anxiety, complaint and 
strain. We let our requests be made 
know’n to God, but not with thanks- 
giving. We think we can put that in 
at any time. We always mean to add 
that element some time, but do not do 
It in the present difficulty or stress 
because it seems to most of us rather 
an adornment of prayer than one of 
prayer’s most invigorating elements. 
Or W’e think thanksgiving will come 
of itself when the pressure of happi- 
ness grows strong enough. Or we 
fall into that old common swindle of 
the spontaneous, and think that, to be 
sincere, thanKsgivIng ought to spring 
up all of itself. ’I’here is just the mis- 
take. It is not a spontaneous thing, 
ijke the other noblest qualities of 
life, it is something to be worked 
over and practiced. If Paul had felt 
that it was an automatic thing w hich 
took care of itself. If he had regarded 
it as a sort of exuberance w’hich 
would burst up out of one’s life when- 
ever circumstances w'ere suitable to 
it, we may be sure he w’ould not have 
taken such pains to put it in every- 
where, and insist upon it and urge it. 
One suspects that there was some- 
thing deeply autobiographic in his 
constant insistence on this point, and 
that i^aul was one who would soon 
have sunk down into a complaining 
creature if he had not taken pains 
with this faculty, which dies out in 
so many of us just because we are 
not aware that it is one of the things 
that demand painstaking. 

In onr day w’e try to meet the 
w’orld’s needs by answ’ering each one 
of Its complaints. But w’hat is really 
most dangerous to men Is not that 
some of their complaints should be 
neglected, but that they should fall 
into habit of comparing that fastens 
upon them until it becomes inveter- 
ate, constitutional and incurable. And 
that is just the condition into which 
many lives fall, 'len thousand com- 
plaints may be satisfied, but things 
be no better for it, while we go on 
believing that the next satisfaction 
will be final. Alas, it never is. Some- 
things else is needed; and only hard 
work, and deliberate attention, and 
a prolonged course of treatment, will 
make operative our lives that great 
quality of gratitude with all its ilium- 
inating power. One of our greatest 
jierils is that the prevailing type of 
the Christian life shall get to be like 
that mood in which .John Foster said 
most evangelical divines lOO yeais 
ago ended their da.vs, “a mood of 
gently complaining melancholy.” 
What better description of the pre- 
vailing tone of the New 'J'estament 
could we give than to say it is the 
exact opposite of that? 

But when there is some imperative 
and unfulfilled need in our life, and 
wc have discovered it, ought we not 
to put that before our eyes exclusive- 
ly until it be met ' Never. We shall 
get the most truthful attitude toward 
the unattained by taking the right 
position toward what has already 
been achieved. Forgetting the thous- 
and and one times in which we have 
been brought off victorious is but a 
poor way of getting i eady for another 
victorj*. It is not a good sign in our 
people at the preseat time that they 
give so little recognition to the things

Spokane, Wash. — Spot, a big brown

Decline in Cost of Living Begins 

B A dispitch from New York Tjc^day 
says: "Reports from various parts of 
the country indicating a fall in the 
piici of meats, are reflected by simi- 
lar reports from local dealers. They 
say the decline has already begun, the 
wkoliisale price of beef having gone 
off on an average of three-quarters of 
a cent in the last week. 

"One of the leading dealers said 
that sirloin steak that had brought 24 
cents a pound was now selling at 22 
cents. Porterhouse steak, he said, 
was down 3 cents a pound, selling now 
at 25 cents, whereas .it had brought 28 
cents. Fresh pork products, however, 
show the greatest drop, the market 
dealers selling cuts for roasting at 18 
cents a pound, that have within a 
short time been bringing 22 cents. 

"Lard is down 2 cents a pound, the 
price yesterday being 18 cents. The 
best grades of ham and bacon, on the 
contrary, show hardly any change. 
This is accounted for by the length of 
time it takes in curing. ^The dealers 



time before the increased production 
of hogs offsets this condition. 

"The marketraen attribute the relief 
from high prices to the enormous corn 
crop and the consequent low price of 
the cereal. Low prices of feed, com- 
bined with the past high prices of 
poik, they say, have resulted, as was 
expected, in an increased raising of 
hogs.”

Chicago market for week 'ending No- } 
vember 5 were 80,500 cattle, 104,000 j 
hogs and 153,700 sheep.
